There is 
also great need of books that can be used as books of 
reference by pupils of the public schools. ‘There are very 
frequent calls for volumes to be consulted with reference 
to the work of the school room, 


With these needs pressing so plainly upon the atten- 
tion of the trustees, as large an appropriation as possible 
isasked for at the coming annual town meeting. In 
every possible way, the library, as one of the most valu- 
able town institutions, should be liberally supported. 
The most enlightened judgment of the age sets its un- 
qualified approval upon it as an educational and morally 
uplifting influence in any municipality.

School Report. 


To tHE” HONORABLE BoarD OF SELECTMEN: © 


In accordance with the provision of the statutes the 
officials of the school district of the town of Pittsfield 
herewith submit their annual, report. As many ofthe 
more important matters relative to the operation and 
progress of the schools of town have been set forth in — 
the annexed report of the superintendent, only topics not 
considered in detail in that report will be discussed here oon 


under the following captions. 


SCHOOLS AND A-PTENDANCE. 


During the spring term twelve schools were maintained. 
At the commencement of the school year in September. i 
eleven schools were opened and supported through that 
term. During the winter term but ten have been in 


operation. 'The total enrollment of pupils thus far in 


the present school year is 461, an enrollment that has not 


been exceeded in the recent history of the schools. At- a 
tendance in the different grades 1s evidenced by the fol- — 
lowing: High school, 86; First grammar, 42; Second 


grammar, 52; Intermediate, 54; First primary, 55; Second 


primary, 65; Brick primary, 52; South Pittsfield, 25;

Some comment has been heard in the past that our 
High school did not fully prepare pupils for entrance at 
Dartmouth. Whether or not there was any reason for 


such criticism of the work of the school, it can now be 
stated, and with emphasis, that the curriculum of the 
school, in all of its departments, includes all that the 
college requires for entrance. In the re-organization of 


the course of study for the school especial attention was — Fie a: 


given to fully ascertain what was required for admittance

to the institution, and incorporating such requirements 
into the courses of study now pursued in the school. 
Therefore any pupil graduating from the classical, or 
college preparatory course, will be admitted to the col- 
lege upon a certificate from the principal of the school 


that they have satisfactorily completed the course of 
Study prescribed. To fully meet such requirements more 


text books and apparatus had to be furnished the school, 
and herein may be found an explanation for the increased 
expenses the past year for books and supplies. 

| LOWER GRADES. 

It is not to be inferred that the lower grades of schools 
have not received attention in this direction. Equally 
as careful attention was given to them in the arrange- 
ment of courses of study for all grades with the one ob- 


- ject in view of bringing them up to the highest standard 


of excellence and efficiency which can come only through 
the arrangement of a course of study along the most ad- 
vanced and intelligent methods, and in the completeness 
of equipment. In this connection new arithmetics, 
geographies, language books, and in some of the lower 
grades, new readers, have taken the place of old and 
worn out series. The changes have made a much larger 
expense in this department of school expenditures than 
will be necessary for the next two or three years. 


SUPERVISION. ‘ 

At the last annual school meeting, when the expedien- 
cy of adopting the supervisory law was under considera- 
tion, it was claimed that much better work and more

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


Report of the Superintendent of Schools for the two. 
terms beginning the First of September and ending 
with the winter term. 


To THE ScHOOL BOARD OF PITTSFIELD: 


In compliance with the new law relating to supervisor- 
ship, I herewith submit the following report of the con- 
dition of the schools as I found them, and as they have — 
progressed thus far in the school year which ends with 
the spring term. It is not my purpose to denounce the 
work of the past nor to extol what is taking place at 
present, but to point out a few of those matters which, to 
my*mind, are important to the best educational interests 
of the town. 

Of the innovations that ie system of supervision has 
brought it cannot be said that much has been completed 
for it is yet too early to realize the desired results. Time 
alone can raise the standard of schools, and too radical 
changes, either in system or instruction, would prove 
detrimental to the older members of our institutions. It 
is strong men and women that the world is calling for, 
and it is toward this end that the present encigi of the | 
school should be directed. _ 3 

A retrospective survey of the work shows that there: 
was no system of instruction in the rural schaols. ‘Teach- 
ers were plodding along, doing the best they could, with- 
out a systematic arrangement that would point toward 
the desired end, and every change of teachers, which un- — 
fortunately is frequent in all such schools, saw some very 
peculiar surges ahead and others as strangely backward — 
This has been detrimental to the work. ’Then the pupils. 
here have been inspired to enter the High school too early; 

the teachers not fully realizing the requirements for the ~ 
work. With proper supervision classes in the rural dis- 
tricts will do nearly as good.work as in the grades. 
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Teachers will be kept informed as to the work that has 
been done and directed as to the future, and children will 
go forth from the schools better equipped to meet the 
sterner duties of life or to enter the higher institutions 
than heretofore, but it will take at least two years to see 
any material improvement. ‘The grading of these schools, 
incident to the course of study, is certainly to their ad- 
vantage. 

The course in the Grammar school has been deficient, 
and will be for some time. The work in English is cer- 
tainly two years behind the average. It is improving 
this year to some little extent. In all other subjects the 
work was of low standard with the exception of arith- 
metic. ‘This has made the work of the High school hard 
and discouraging for many a pupil. The call has, been 


_ to promote, and so teachers have done so, and dragged 


the pupils along much to the detriment of all concerned. 
Pupils have not been required to earn promotion by good, 
earnest, studious effort. These are a few of the condi- 
tions that have been holding the work back in the lower 
grades, and it is obvious that the same extends to the 
High school. While it is not the main purpose of the 
present administration to fit pupils simply for the High 
school and then for college, there is always this question 
to be answered: what will prepare any pupil for life work 
better than to be fitted for the higher institutions of learn- 
ing? ‘The answer is, none, unless he can have manual 
training. 

Aside from the changes in the work, as heretofore 
mentioned in the rural schools, the High school has been 
placed on a standard that will admit to Dartmouth Col- 
lege on certificate. This has made the work of the present 
Senior class very trying and extends inversely to the: lower 
classes. ‘The work will continue to be rather difficult 
until the Grammar school shall reach the required 
Standard. In place of one term’s work in physics two ate 
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now required. A card system of bookkeeping has beensen iy 
introduced that should have offered a year’s work and 


will in the future. A class in elocution has been formed. ne 


It averages twenty members. ‘The work is now conducted ae af 
after school hours. Physical culture and voice aie e | 


enter as factors of the work. Weekly rhetoricals are now 
required and each pupil must appear at least once a term 
before the school. : 


Progress in raising the standard of the Grammars see 
school is necessarily slower, the ages of the children pro- 


hibiting as severe a strain asinlater years. Better work 


must be done in every grade or the work will always be 
lower than is wise. History and geography should be 
completed by the end of the eighth year thus giving an — 
opportunity for good drillin mathematics and English ae : 


the ninth year. Ward’s Rational Method of Reading — 
has been tried. It will be introduced into all schools. 


It will obviate the deficiency in spelling as well as make | 


good readers. Instruction in vocal music was begun 


about the middlé of the winter term. It is believed that 


with the voices now in the school that some very credit- 
able work may be done. 


Teachers meetings have been held every two weeks and — 
the needs of the schools discussed as far as the time has 

permitted. They are of inestimable value to the work. — 
Each child is now held responsible for intelligent, honest — 
work and parents are notified, twice each term, of their | 
progress, and in case the pupil continues to fail a special 


notice is issued. By this means it is hoped that no child — 
may fail of promotion except because of abnormally slow | 


development. The case of each child is carefully con- 
sidered but with so many dispositions to deal with it will 
not be strange if some of them are not understood. In 
the lower grades slow development isa hindranceto the 
work, while in the upper grades and the High school, late 


hours and indolence are the most trying to teachers.

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Add to these the difficulties arising from irregular at- 


tendance and a teacher’s position is not always a com- 
fortable one. 

The first great need of the schools is another teacher. 
Not until the crowded condition of the primary grade is 
Overcome can we hope to see the needed advancement in 
school work. Children have to leave this work before 
they are ready and so are passed, on year after year to 
work beyond them. Another teacher would not only re- 


lieve the grades but some time might be given to the 


High school. A little assistance here will prove very 
beneficial. There is need of a course in drawing. ‘The 
hand needs training as well as the other faculties. 
Present equipments are not encouraging for this work. © 
The amount of tuition received this year is probably 


larger than usual but it is not as largeas it will be if the 
_ standard of the schools is raised so that pupils may re- 


ceive as good a training here as elsewhere. 
It has seemed to me, as the work has progressed, that 


the main thought: with some parents has been to get 
_ their children through the High school as early as pos- 


sible. Is'this the right view? Should the aim be to get 
pupils through the grades, or the High, unless a good 


equivalent is returned the schools for honest study? Are 


the schools dealing justly with the boys and girls if the 
requirements are stich that the diploma is granted and 
does not mean anything? 

Honest, faithful work is demanded of the teachers, of’ 


all workers, and it should be asked from children. Credit 


and promotion should follow meritorious effort. The 


_ work of the teachers has been earnest, and creditable re- 


sults have followed whenever the pupils have accepted 
the conditions and have used their time advantageously.
